■ Oo'e' dispatch from the seat of war Un ows a 
little light OH the movcinent.T of llic I'cdenil 
(Jcncral before lliehMion;!. tieii. liiinisitlo. 
who at previous iiceouuts hiul gone somewhere 
rat'aoi- than up James liivor or to West I'oint, 
1ki3 tiinieJ up at Ac(|!iiii Creek. What hia 
objeet may really be wo arc not told. We 
know that Aciiilia Cioek i.-i about lifiy-live 
inilea below Washiiia'ton, on the Potomac. It 
is the eastern teruiiuus ol the railroad leailinj,' 
to Kiehinonil, which is eighty,, 'ttiiloa distant. 
MclJowell, with a force, oif some 55,000 men, 
has been quartevOd at Fredei'icksburi;, some 
fiftoea. miles from" A6quia Oreefc, to protect 
Woshington from the Oonfcdoratcs. As -Mi; 
Olollatv has made James llivor hi.s ba^o of 
operations, thus expo-iiii; AVashimitoii to an 
attack from a .siqK'rior loree, it is not unlikely 
that Burnside's force liaj bcun sent to 
strengthen !M'cilo'.vcll. it is possible that an 
advaiiec on Riehinond niiiy be inleiided. if 
.=0, the advance would move in three ilivi.sioiis 
at oneo ; one led by iMel'owell op the Aeipii.i 
(Jrcek ami Kiehiuond railr.jad ; aiioilicr liy 
McL'lellan up the left bank of James Itiver, 
and a third force up the right or south bank of 
James Jlivcr to counteract Ibo Confederate 
force at f 'etersburg. Such, however, is mere 
.'^peculation ; yet such a thing as n retreat of 
the.Federals from bolore Iticbmond would be 
a somi-aclfnowIcdgemeDt of inaiailily to cope 
witii the Oonfcderates, and thereroro we 
naturally 'conclude that the moveineiils of 
15urnsidc arc not only directed with the double 
object of in'esenlini^ a barrier to the udvane^j 
of the Conl'ederatus on \\'a~hinu'loii, and 
thrcateniii,!,' Ivielipiund by an advaiiee from 
Frcderieksbii-ir, wliieh by rail is only sixty- 
three miles distant.

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Atrocious Murder of a Young La dy, 

A revoking murder has been commilled at 
Fordiiigliridge, a small trwn in the county of 
Hants, England. .Mary Ann Susan Hall, the 
only daughter of Mr, Hall, a respectable farm- 
er, living at Midgham Farm, left her father's 
house, on Sunday morning, the '22d, to pro- 
ceed across the fields to Fordingbridgo church. 
Nothing more was hoard of her until lour 
o'clock in the afternoon, when a man, named 
(ieorgc Jacob (Gilbert, <(/.■(/> Philpolt, iii- 
foruied a polico constablu that as ho was 
crossing a (ield, called Harding's tield, he pick- 
ed up a ])arasol, and on proceeding a little 
lurlhcr he saw tho body of a woman lying on 
her back in a gully or ditch that .separated 
.Mr. Hall's farm from Harding's field. The 
constable, a surgeon, and several people at 
once went to the spot, when tbcv discovorui 
the body nf .Mi;,s Hall, lying ajrainst Ihe side 
of the diich, quite dead, tlie hands outstretched 
and clenched, the clothes fearfullv turn, and 
thickly covered with the mud and slime of 
the ditch, through which evidently she had 
been dragged. On her brea,-,t was her church 
service, and in her hand her hymn-book. The 
body was innnediatcly removed to her lutlier's 
house, the wimlows of which was visible Irom 
tho place where the fearful deed was com- 
milled, the man Gilbert assisting at tho re- 
moval. The police constahio soon afierwanls 
apprehended (Gilbert, on tho charge ol liaiing 
(.(nniiiitted the luunler. lie bears a very bad 
eharaeie; . having been transported on one oc- 
casion h)r rape, and committed reiieuledly lor 
minor plFeuces. Lie is now on a ticl;et of 
leave, and has resided in Fordingbridge for 
the last twelve inontii^, working "as a 
laborer. His statement is that ho did not 
;:o out of his house on Sunday until 
throe o'clock, the timo at which he discov 
ered the body, but a shnphord, named Gor- 
land, asserts that he saw him a ipiarter p'„st 
eleven o'clock on the Sunday morning in a 
field about 500 or 800 yards on tho Fording- 
bridgo side of tliu dindi, whore the body lay, 
wiping his bools and trnwsers with the grass. 
His clcihes were found to have been recently 
washed, and bis stockings were found hang- 
ing out lo dry in the garden of his cottage. 
It would np|iear that the murderer met his 
vieliin as she was walking to cbnrcli, at the 
Hlile that separates her falher'.i from Hard- 
ing's Held; and there altaekod her, evidently 
wilh a view (d criminally assaulting her, as 
there seems to have been no attempt lo rob. 
Here there are evident traces of a struggle 
having taken place, and of the mastery being 
.gained l)y the murderer, who, it »vould seom- 
dragged the girl about lil'lecn vard.s up tho 
gully or dileh that separates the two fields 
above mentioned, which is completely covered 
in by the I'ur/.o bushes on cillicr side, and 
where they would be elleelually screened from 
the observation of stray passers by. Here it 
was that the second struggle took place, Ihe 
j'irl having been evidently placed against the 
.,ide of the ditch, wilh the lower part of her 
body trailing in the mud, while the brute at- 
tempted to carry out bis infernal purpose. 
I'^om thie spot, then, ho drnnrfrcd his victim by 
the le.;a lor the distance of 1-10 yards through 
•he waler, tilth, and weeds ol the ditch, 
aereeiied from all human observation by the 
overlianging _ bushes, linally putting the now 
lileless body in the place and position in which 
it was lound. From the medical evidence at 
the inrpiest, it, would appear that tho poor 
young lady was alive when her inhuman mur- 
derer innnersed her in the poisonous water of 
the ditch, f(ji some of il was found in lior 
stomach. Her underclothes were torn touloiii.s, 
and the weeds and mud had even penetrated 
under her sUys. 

A youm.' girl, named Bezel, aged six, 
years, has just expired at Sergue?, ( Vuuelnse) 
after great sutlering, und having discharged a 
caterpillar from her nostrils some davs before. 
It is .supposed tliat.aoraQ of thc/eggs I'nnst have 
been inspircil in smelling a Qower, and had he- 
roine haudied in Iho head of the, child, causing 
her death.
